The devcUipmcnl and growth uf Oimuhi ixditically. economically, In 
commerce ami tlnancc, in puuUicthm from Its natural resources of Ihe lleUl. 
tlu forest, the mine, ami the waters of the Dominion has, during the llrat 
sixty years of GonfederatUui. been most gratifying. This is now fairly gen¬ 
erally toc<»gnized. It is also the genertd belief that C'anada is Just entering 
up(‘n a still greater era of expansion and development in many directions 
lending to a greater growth nod larger prosperll^j*. 

The question, however, which, to an increasing extent, is calling fot 
tfciious consideration is: What policies should In* adopted and stci»s taken to 
insure that this futuie dcvelojmient shall procecxl along lines Unit will rc-sult 
in iiuilding up a strong nation, and in such n way that maximum iM'nelll.s 
tioni such development shall accrue to lUe whole iH'oplo of Iho l>omjnlon? 

During the pioneer stage In any country’s dcvelopiuenf U Is inevitable 
that Its people devote their energies largely lo the production of j»rimary 
articles, largely raw materials. Dut with increase m i>opulatlon, Uie pro¬ 
vision of adecpiatc moans of traii.sjM>rtatlon. and the n< cumuialion of weallli, 
u country should move forward in tho \vurk of not only prodih Ing such t aw 
likaterials in Increasing quantities but in utilizing them in the iminufacturc 
(»! liulshcd articles. ^ 

It is im|H)rtnnt that crude iuoUkhL^ in pfoduclion of law materials l>c 
dibcat ded for those best iulculated to give larger quantities, Iwlter qualities, 
and at lower costs; that all p^issible wius.te be eliminated: that lut many i>y- 
pKHlucts as possible be reclaimed, and that use be made of low-grmie and 
clT-grade muteriulH. It is perhaps of even greater linj>ortance lo ascertain 
tile nature of ]>osts ami other agencies which now operate to distroy our raw 
materials at their source, and lo disoovet efl'eclive meiu\s foi<their cradidu- 
tion. 

The discovery uf all IheMc things can best be bioughl about through the 
painstaking effort of the export in seienliiic lescurch. Such work may re¬ 
quire years of study, investigation anti cxjieriment. In many, perhaps most, 
cases it will call for laboratory and uUiei expensive equipment. In the pJist 
C’nnadlans have not fully uppreoiuted Uie inijiorlauce of such work, and a» 
a con::iequerice have not been prepared to provide the net-essary puolic funds 
to carry U on. .\s a I'coplc wc have Ix'ea so l>usy attending to our own par- 
ttiular problems, ami demanding immediate solutions of them, that we have 
been nnpatient of ideas based on long and cx|K.'nsive si lentiffc research. As 
a result. Can.ida today lag.s liehind other nations in this respect, nations 
whii h have nut nearly the \\ealth of uatunU resources calling for devcloii- 
nient whit h Canada posscs.'^es. 

It therefore, highly gratifying to learn of the action of the House of 
rouiinons in unanimou.sly adopting a resolution favoring the establishment 
ul a National Research lustlUite by the Ikiminlon Government..and of an- 
mnincemcnt by the Government of its inleutlun to proceed with the erection 
of Uie Ur«t wing of a National Research Tnalltute building on a tun acre plot 
at the central experimental farm at Ottawa. 

Last year. iL is stated. Canada spent $2.jO,(M)b for ri search as compared 
with $.>4l.U00.(M'K) l*y the Dniled Slates, and $J.j.OOO.Obu by Great Drituin. 
This ywir Ih*^' Jovernment w ill, on the recummendaiion ol the Research 
Council, increase the vote for research work to $700.uOo. and tho Minister 
eslimuted that three million dollars would be lequired duiiiig the next live 
oi leu years lo construct, and develop laboiulorits. 

In this way the spU ndlrf work iuiUalcd by many of our Canadian uni- 
veisilies, ass.sUd by private capiUil, will be supplemented, and the wiiolo 
work of . research iu Canada co-ordinated and develoix d. Wlien it is realized 
that Canada is ej>timated to be losing at least twenty million dollars a year 
through grain ru^t alone. Uie jKissihilitics of glguutic gain Ihrouirh research 
work cun be giasiK,d. A tew million; a year speuL.m research work may 
easily ineun a gain of ten times us many millious through discoveries made.

Arctic Area Pkued 


Nobile Proposes To Spend Several 
Weeks Studying Climate 

General Umberto Nobile, designer, 
conslructor and pilot of the airship 
Norge, In which the expedition of 
Captain Raold Amundsen, Lincoln 
Ellsworth and General Nobile voyag¬ 
ed from Spltzbcrgcn to Alaska over 
the North Pole In 1920, has left for 
Germany and Riissin to make Anal 
arrangements with tho Governments 
of those countries for the Italian air¬ 
ship expedition with which he pro- 
po.sG8 to make sclentlflc studies In 
the polar regions this summer. 

General Nobile’s plan is to conduct 
a thorough sclentlflc siwey of the 
Arctic regions. Contrary to what was 
done the last time, when tho whole 
cAort wns concentrated on the dash 
across the polar waste from terra flr- 
ma to terra flrma, ho proposes to re¬ 
main for several weeks In the Arctic 
zone studying tempernturos, climatic 
conditions, prevalent wlnd.s, magnetic 
compass variations and other pheno^- 
mena, a knowledge of which in addi¬ 
tion to having high sclentlflc Interest, 
would also have a practical applica¬ 
tion, especially na these things affect 
the possibility of establishing air 
lines from AVncHca to Europe across 
the top of the world. 

But all this requires the establish¬ 
ment of a permanent base at Spits¬ 
bergen, which, by courtesy of the 
Norwegian Government, is now being 
prepared. From this base, General 
Nobile plans to make repeated flights 
over the polar regions, i>ossibIy end¬ 
ing with another attempt to reach 
Alaska. 

With the exception of mechanics 
to tend the engines, the crew will bo 
composed entirely of sclentlflc men. 
who will take the obsen-ations ivhlch 
are the real object of the expedition. 


Optlmlstle Opinion Is Given On tho

Fruit plantations and good, well 
flavored fruit yields soon will be the 
rule Instead of tho exception on Cana¬ 
dian prnirio farms, In tho opinion of 
W. R. Ixislle, superintendent of the 
Dominion Experimental station at 
Morden, Man. Mr. Leslie made this 
prediction In on address broadcasted 
from the Western Soil Products ex- 
hfbitlon, in Winnipeg. He told how 
fruit stock could be obtained and suc¬ 
cessfully cultivated, and declared per-, 
sons interested In tho experimental 
side would And it a fascinating pur¬ 
suit, with strange and remarkable 
variations resulting from cross 
strains. 

Mr. Leslie asserted on Important 
start had been made in developing tho 
sorts of apples, crabapplcs, plums and 
cherries which W'ould flourish best on 
the prairies. This was no more than 
had to bo done in any new territory, 
not even excepting tho famous fruit 
growing districts of Quebec and On¬ 
tario. Now that many types had been 
obtained which were “comfortable” 
in prairie gardens, he expected early 
progress in the quality and quantity 
of fruit produced. 

As an example of the thrills of sur¬ 
prise which might be expected in 
fruit grown from seeds, Mr. Leslie 
mentioned an apple of Russian origin. 
Its seedlings had matured fruit rang¬ 
ing from small crabs to apples more 
than three inches across. Among 
them were red, white, green, yellow 
and russett, including sour and sweet, 
acid and flat. 

Plums were yet more eccentric, as 
they had to be cross-pollciilzed. This 
often w’os done with apricot pollen 
from flowers grow’n in pots. 

Cherries were crossed with sand, 
pin and cbokc cherries on the Morden 
farm. 

Altogether more than 4.000 plum 
seedlings and more than 6,(^p0 apple 
seedlings had borne fruit at Morden 
Experimental Station. 

Morden w'as not specially favored 
in climate he claimed. Similar fruits 
were bearing all through the prairie, 
though only In scattered districts to 
date.—Free Press.

Farm Canadian Way 

Canipnlgn In Argentina To Adopt 
C'anada System Of Grain 
Handling 

A nation-wide campaign for the 
adoption of the Canadian grain ele¬ 
vator system and grain marketing 
procedure in Argentina W'as inaugu¬ 
rated by Luis Duhua, the president 
of the Rural Society of Argentina. 

Mr. Duhua, who last year person¬ 
ally studied the distribution, storing 
and marketing of crops in Canada, 
believes that the adoption of the 
Canadian system is the only way to 
save the Argentina grain grower from 
Uie exploitation by dealers, through 
whoso hands practically the entire 
Argentine grain crop passes before it 
reaches the miller or foreign buyer. 


.Methods Of Feeding Meal To IMgs In 
C'old Weather 

Tlint it paj's to give pigs warm 
feed in cold weather was shown in a 
tost made nt the Kentville, Nova Sco¬ 
tia, Experimental Station. The pigs 
w’ere divided into four lots as equal 
in weight as possible. Each lot re¬ 
ceived an equal quantity of meal, 
roots, and milk, and had access to 
water as re<iuiicd. Tho methods of 
feeding the meal how'ever, were dif¬ 
ferent for each lot. Lot 1 received 
meal fed dry and lot 2, meal in w'ater 
slop fed cold. Meal soaked from one 
feeti to the next was fed cold to lot 
3 and warm to lot 4. The lot fed dry 
meal did not do os well as the three 
lots fe<l slop. Lot 4 did best, indicat¬ 
ing that for cold w'eather warming 
the feed is profitable.

Smaller (’atch Is Reported For 1927 
Over Previous Year 

The fisheries of Alberta were not 
so active last year as In 1026, when 
a catch of 7V& million pounds netted 
the fishermen $749,000, an Increase 
over 1925 of $290,000. Estimates of 
the total 1927 catch aro placed at 
about six million pounds, with prices 
running about the level of 1920. Tho 
Alberta fishing activity depends 
largely on Uie production of tho 
Manitoba lakes. The chief markets 
for the fl.Hh are Now York and Chi¬ 
cago, and the Manitoba fishing com¬ 
panies fill these needs. If tho Mani¬ 
toba catch falls off, greater activity 
Is necessary in Alberta, but if the 
Manitoba fisheries arc active. Alberta 
is left with a smaller demand to fill. 

During the past year a whltefisli 
hatchery was built on Lesser Slave 
Lake, which, with Lake Athabasca, 
are tbe chief sources of supply.

and mortgage companies In Winnipeg 
with a view to soliciting their sup¬ 
port to encourage the loaning of 
sheep on their farms to help clean the 
land. He outlined the good results of 
the four sheep sales in Manitoba. The 
districts in which they were held at 
one time supplied the worst grades of 
sheep to be found In tlie country. 
Now cenditions were entirely cUimged 
and over one thousand sheep were to 
be seen offered for salo in one place. 
The highest price paid per pound for 
a lamb was 80 cents, and a Manitoba 
bred ram sold for $200. Tlie prize pen 
of 15 lambs sold for 39H cents a 
pound and 200 grade ewes for $13.60 
each. 

Mr. Gordon urged every sheep 
breeder to ship his wool to the Cana¬ 
dian Co-operative. It was very en¬ 
couraging to hear tho big sheep men 
from the ranches of Southern Alberta 
say that the rancher who had ship¬ 
ped his wool every year to this organ¬ 
ization had done much better than tho 
man who shipped one year and i^old 
to the private trade the next. Sheep 
men should not hesitate to patronize 
; their own organization when they 
know they do so much to find mar¬ 
kets for our wool. He said that the 
last shipment of 250,600 pounds of 
i wool to England meant a great deal 
in opening up new markets and ad¬ 
vertising Canadian wool. Last season 
I approximately 3,000,000 pounds of 
I wool, worth In the neighborhood of 
I one inllllon dollars, was handled, and 
. tbe prospects for 1928 prices were 
good. 

I Cecil Stobbs, of McCreary, stated 
I that the Dominion Government has 
j removed some of the rcstrctlons for 
I importation of sheep from the United 
States owing to the prevalence of the 
foot and mouth disease in England.

In those days of peace the conquest 
of the air goes on apace In tho Do¬ 
minion. The young men who reaped 
tho whirlwind in the war returned to 
Canada to earn their living as civil¬ 
ians. But the spirit of war work sur¬ 
vived, and In a small but seasoned 
organization called tbe Royal ('ana-' 
dian Air Force the traditions of aerial 
navigation were carried on. 

Tbe young airmen, trained In war 
days, looked to the civil department 
of government for employment. They 
were,needed and within two or three 
years of the dose o^ the w'ar many of 
them were in the Royal Canadian Air 
Force, detecting forest fires, locating 
smugglers on the boundaries, and 
mapping out by photography the vast 
area of the hinterlands. 

Canada was quttk to establish tho 
necessary code of law for navigation 
of the air, and today the Dominion is 
safeguarded by a set of strict regula¬ 
tions governing the licensing of all 
mechanics, pilots, air harbors, inter¬ 
national flying signals and tho in¬ 
spection of aircraft. 

The most conspicuous work done 
during the recent crowded years of 
flying history has been the survey 
work In which Canada has led the 
world. Last year more than 400.600 
square miles of Canadian territory 
were photographed and mapped with 
an accuracy which would have re¬ 
quired years and millions of dollars if 
done in the old way. 

Parliament acknowledged Can¬ 
ada's future in the afr was assured 
by providing $3,000,000 last year for 
air development. Cities are being en¬ 
couraged to provide future air har¬ 
bors, technical advisers from Great 
Britain have visited Uie Dominion to 
make recommendations for the fu¬ 
ture linking of the Empire by air¬ 
ways, and the postofflcc department 
la taking the initial steps toward 
what will be an Atlantic-to-Paclfic 
air route.

Wright, the losses In rotting fre¬ 
quently outbalance the benefits. Gen-! 
orally speaking, the sooner the farm-! 
er gets his manure while still fresh 
into or onto the soil the better. Still 
there aro times *whGn the rotting of 
manure is an advantage. It is well 
suited for light and sandy soils as It 
tends to make them more compact 
and retentive of moisture. On clays 
and lieavy loams fresh manure is best 
as it Improves their physical condi¬ 
tion by opening them to tho air and 
making them more friable. Fresh 
manure is also preferable for crops 
which have a long season of growth. 
With crops having a short period of 
growth and where early marketing is 
a consideration rotted manure with 
its quickly available plant food Is 
best. It should be remembered that 
when rotting manure in a large heap 
the mass should always be kept com¬ 
pact in order to reduce losses to a 
minimum.
